Washington— The third term issue 


will get itself "talked out" long before 
the next Kepubllcan national conven- 
tion. It will either prove a bar and 
bring about the withdrawal of Presi- 
dent Coolidge from the race, which is 
the hope of those who have agitated 
the question, or it will have been 
brushed aside so completely that it 
will not be a serious obstacle to Mr. 
Coolidge's renomination. 


But the significant thing is that the 


third term issue is reaching a climax 
more than a year before the question 
has to be settled. Thus the lios An- 
geles Express has conducted a poll of 
200 Bepublican newspapers and finds 
• large majority favoring another 
term for Mr. Coolldge. The 'Washing- 
ton Evening Star here has conducted 
a poll of Republican national commit- 
tee-men and committee-women and 
$ie majority of those who permit 
themselves to be quoted declare that 
the third term question is not going 
to be a determining factor at all. 


ELECTED ONLY ONCE 


Enough has been said and written 


on the subject already to show that 
the third term issue is not as clear- 
cut as it would have been if Mr. Coo- 
lidge had already been elected to two 
terms of four years each* and was 
. seeking a third election. .The fact that 


- 'Air.' Coolldge will have served about 


five and a half years and that if he is 
barred by the "third term" issue, he 
would be deprived of the opportunity 
of serving the customary eight years 
because of a fear that he might serve 
more than nine Is giving the friends 
and champions of Mr. Coolidge 
a 


chance to argue the question. 


In other words, those who are 


against Mr. Coolidge anyhow, and 
favor some other candidate, are very 
outspoken against the "third term." 
Those who like Mr. Coolidge and re- 
gard him as the strongest Republican 
candidate, are saying he really has had 
only one full term and merely is seek- 
ing a second election and so on. The 
question, to be sure, permits of debate 
which is only another way of saying 
that the Republican politicians 
find an easy means of justifying an- 
other term if they wish to do so. 


MAY EXHAUST QUESTION 


If the dicussion keeps up. the "third 


term" issue will have exhausted itself, 
because so many Republican leaders 
will have committed themselves to 
the Idea that the next term would not 
be a third term that their statements 
•will prove embarrassing to ignore. In- 
deed, if Mr. Coolidge should be turned 
down by the next convention the dem- 
ocrats will not permit the republicans 
to argue that it was the third term 
but simply a repudiation of Mr. Coo- 
lidge's whole administration, and they 
will cite tho opinions of the most 
prominent republicans to the 
effect 


that the third term question wasn't 
really an issue or a barrier. 


If Mr. Coolidge is defeated for re- 


nomination, the question will then be 
what other Republicans can stand on 
the record of the Coolidge administra- 
tion? Tho Democrats will insist that 
the party convcntinon didn't think 
enough of the man at the head of the 
present administration to give him a 
chance to stand on his record. It is a 
familiar, argument and usually suc- 
ceeds when a president is up for a sec- 
opd term. It has almost equal force 
any time a president is up for election.

MEXICAN CATHOLICS 
DENY PARTICIPATING 
IN JAUSCOMURDERS 


Archbishop Breaks Long Si- 


lence Jo Defend Episcopate 
Against Charges 


Mexico City—C45)—Catholic circles in 


Mexico continue to make denial of the 
government charge that the Catholic 
episcopate was behind the Jalisco train 
outrage of Tuesday night and that 
Catholic priests \iere on the scene. 
The charge prompted Archbishop Ruiz 
1*. Flores to break his long silence 
Thursday night, -when in a statement 
in behalf of the Catholic episcopate, he 
declared that if Catholic priests parti- 
cipated in the attack, the church had 
no knowledge of it and -had no con- 
nection with it. ^ 
_ 
"We hasten to de"hy the assertion 


that the band which attacked the train 
was organized by the Catholic episco 
pate," the statement said. "The gov- 
ernment in its various searches of 
Catholic headquarters has been unable 
to find proof of Catholic plans for an 
armed rebellion." 


Assertions by General Alverez. chief 


of President Calles' staff, that the 
church was involved in the outrage 
were characterized as calumnious by 
the archbishop. 


BLAME REVOLUTIONISTS 


Revolutionists are charged with the 


outrage in impartial quarters where 
the theory is held that the intention 
was to loot the train, in this way dis- 
crediting President Calles and his gov- 
ernment. The soldier guard on the 
train blocked the plan by stiff resis- 
tance and only three of the fifty sol- 
diers were killed and about fifty per- 
sons injured. 


Survivors who reached Mexico City, 


Thursday estimated that at least 20 
children, ranging from infants to ten 
year old boys and girls, were killed, 
and that another twenty lost their 
parents. 


The United States embassy had no 


information Friday to substantiate 
early reports that from five to seven 
Americans were on the train.

Adoo because they feared his dryness, 


Mr. Callahan 
recalled that the 


Knights of' Columbus commission on 
religious prejudices of which he was a 
member adopted the following resolu- 
tion: 


"It is just as responsible for Cath- 


olics to vote for a Catholic merely on 
account of his religion as it is for any 
group of non-Catholics to vote against 
a Catholic for the same reason. 


"The present procedure of the Smith 


movement," Colonel Callahan said, "is 
obviously directed toward causing the 
violation of this sound principle of 
Catholic political conduct."

The brothers are charged with robbing 
the Stiles, postofflce on June 15, 1926. 
They were released on a joint bond of 
$5,000. 


Otto Foss, clerk in the Anson Eld 


ted store, in which the postofflce was 
located, testified that two men had 
entered the store and threatened him 
with pistols, had struck him on the 
head with the butt of one of the re- 
volvers and had bound him to the 
bed in his room above the store, fol- 
lowing his denial that he knew the 
combination to the safe. 


Defense counsel for the Renier bro- 


thers, on cross-examination, asked 
Foss why he did not tell the postofflce 
inspector who the men were when it 
was brought out that Foss knew the 
men for years and that they had en- 
tered the store without masks. 


Foss replied that he did not "think 


it necessary and it was nobody's busi- 
ness," adding later that he "had per- 
sonal reasons for not wanting it to be 
known just then." Foss testified al- 
so that men had said 'we don't want 
your money: we want the Anson Eld- 
red company's money." 


While tied in his room, Foss testi- 


fied, he heard several heavy blows and 
discovered later that the knob and 
handle had been knocked off the safe, 
but the robbers were unable'to gain 
entrance. He succeeded in freeing 
himself early that morning and noti- 
fied authorities. William A. Green- 
wald, deputy state fire marshal, was 
a spectator at the bearing owing to 
the fact that the building in which the 
alleged crime took place was destroy- 
ed by fire last February, and after the 
fire it was found that' the'safe' had 
been tampered with.

MAYOR VETOES 
CONTRACTS ON 
SHRUBS-LIGHTS 


Rule Says City's Finances Are 


in No Shape to Make 


Expenditures 


Mayor A. C. Rule's vetoes on the 


ornamental street lighting system for 
S. Cherry-st 
and also on the 
the 


shrubbery improvement programs for 
the boulevards on S. Cherry and N. 
State-sts and W. Collegc-avc were fil- 
ed with E. L. Williams, city clerk. 
Friday 
morning. 
Both resolutions 


were passed at the final meeting of 
the old council last Tuesday night 
after Mayor Rule had warned the al- 
dermen that he would veto them. 


Objections to both measures were 


made by the mayor on the grounds 
that the finances of the city would 
not permit these improvements this 
year. He said that the material is- 
sued in the ornamental lighting sys- 
tem should be more thoroughly ex- 
amined linen the city is in a condi- 
tion to consider the improvement. He 
said the type of posts recommended 
by the street lighting committee had 
not been used in tho state for the 
past five or six years. 


The aldermen who voted against 


the lighting measuie were Steinhauer 
and Fiedler. 
Fiedler's seat in the 


council is being filled by Aldeman 
Vogt, and Gmeiner and "Vander Hey- 
den take the places of Smith and 
Fose who voted for the measure. 


The mayor did not make any rec- 


ommendation on the shrubbery system 
and it passed the council unanimously. 
The street lighting committee recom- 
mended that the contract for the light- 
ing system be awarded to the Arft- 
Killoren Electric company for ?4,- 
105.74. The street ind bridges com- 
mittee recommended that the contract 
for the shrubbery be awarded to the 
While Elm Nursery of Hartford for 
J1.24C.37. 


'In the street committee's 
report 


adopted ,by, the -common council on 
April-19,*;l?27.'" taiy/recomiriencr the. 
award of~a contract for shrubbery to 
the White EIrri Nursery company. 


I am today filing my veto against 


the award of this contract for the fol- 
lowing reasons: 


The city at the present time is mak- 


ing every effort to reach a settlement 
with the banks on the contested bank 
tax, and in all probability the out- 
standing debt of the city at the close 
of this year will be approximately 
$150,000, and I do not think we should 
sign any cntracts or spend any money 
with this condition existing unless U 
is absolutely necessary- I am not op- 
posed to the purchase of this shrub- 
bery when the financial condition of 
the city will warrant it, but I do not 
think we should purchase anything of 
this kind while the city is in the above 
financial condition." , 


The mayor's reasons for vetoing the 


street lighting system arc as follows: 


"1. The city finances do not or will 


not permit the installation of this 
lighting system this year. 


2. When the finances of the city 


will permit the installation of such a 
system I think a more thorough inves- 
tigation of the type of material used 
should be made, as I upndcrstand the 
posts used in this installation 
have 


not (been Installed in any city in the 
state for the past five or six years. 
The tendency seems to be toward a 
concrete or stone post."

searched. Six radical leaders were ex- 
ecuted in the native quarter of Lung- 
wha, but their names were withheld. 


Headquarters of the Shanghai dls< 


trict of the Kuomintang (Cantonese 
political party) announc- d the creation 
of a special office to" hear complaints 
of "corrupt practices by the gentry 
and other miscreants." Hearings are 
to be held each Saturday to adjust 
infringements of rights arising- out of 
the revolutionary conditions.

Tokio —OP)— A 21-day moratori- 


um was decided upon by the privy 
council Friday afternoon, because of 
the financial crisis. The cabinet an- 
nounced that a special five day ses- 
sion of the diet had been called to be- 
gin May 3. to discuss the • financial 
situation. Since the beginning of the 
financial depression in mid-March, it 
is estimated that 30 banks suspended 
operations. Six of them were large 
institutions, including the bank of 
Taiwan. Ltd. The total deposits af- 
fected are reported in the neighbor- 
hood of 900.000,000 yen (about $450,- 
000,000), but accurate details of the 
suspensions have not been learned, 
owing to the rcticenc of the finance 
department.

salary of no public official should be 
changed during tenure of office." 


Supervisor T. H. Ryan. Appleton, 


pointed out to the Little Chute rep- 
resentative that the proposed resolu- 
tion- would, if adopted, appropriate 
money for hiring an assistant, but 
was not intended to add anything to 
the treasurers salary. 


Then Supervisor Jansen made it

So, at the advice of neigh- 
bors, he called a doctor. Dr. Pendola re- 
sponded.

He 
gave him an injection of diphtheria anti- 
toxin at once, then left to make other 
calls, promising to return as soon as pos- 
sible. 


It was too late. The boy died ihortly 


after the doctor left And when the doctor 
returned Caruso sprang upon him and 
choked hian to death, crying that the doc- 
tor had. with his needle, filled the boy. 


Technically, of course, Caruso is guilty 


of murder.

Several umes while reading "Elmer 


Gantry" I rubbed my eyes. Was Sin- 
clair Le\vis perpcti'ating a spectacu- 
lar hoax on the thousands who con- 
sider him a great writer? Would he 
turn around presently 
and 
laugh 


sarder.ically at people who called a 
book-great that he had purposely 
done as poorly as human imgenuity 
could devise? 


That seemed the only explanation 


at times. Sinclair i>ewis is described 
as having intelligence. One of his ad- 
mirers said that he has a quick 
though not profound mind. It is in. 
conceivable to me that a man with a 
quick mind, no matter how shallow, 
could perpetrate 
in all 
seriousness 


many of the scenes in "Elmer Gan- 
try." 


The publishers in their 
"blurb" 


make much of the scene in the mid- 
dle 
western 
theological 
seminary 


where the students talk like human 
jeings, not like pious dummies." That 
scene illustrates my point exactly. 
The students do not talk like human 
jeings. Every last one of them talks 
ike Sinclair Lewis, Apparently Lew- 
s cannot conceive of any human be- 
ing engaging in talk for so much as 
iialf art1 hour without using a dozen 
picturesque cuss words and without 
dragging in a number of lewd ideas. 


A group of theological seminary 


students are gathered in one of the 
rooms in the dormitory. One of them 
suggests that Elmer Gantry is going 
to get fat. His answer is, "I am like 
hell!" One of the 
men says he is 


sleepy and he leaves the room to go 
to bed. Another says, "Thank God 
lie's gone! Now we can be natural 
and talk dirty:" A little later another 
says, "Frank, you're a poor .inno- 
cent! I suspect you actually believe 
some of the dope they teach us here." 
Another says, "Oh, God, I do get so 
sick of you fellows yammering and 
arguing and discussing." ., . 


They get into an argument about a 


Bible text and decide to look it up. 
But they can't find a Bible in the 
whole group. One has lost his. "Well. 
I'll bo switched," he says, "I had the 
darn thing just here this evening," 
Then he remembers that he has used 
it to kill cockroaches and fcft it on 
top of the wardrobe. One says. My 
God, 
how you fellows can argue!" 


And the scene ends with a lewd dis- 
cussion about women. 


If there is in all literature another 


scene where the characters talk less 
like the human beings they purport 
to represent I have never,read it. 
And this scene Is a very fair sample 
of the whole book. I have no objec- 
tion to an attack on. the ministry or 
any other profession, I am merely 
looking at "Elmer Gantry" as an al- 
leged work of art. My objection is 
that it is unnecessarily stupid, that 
it is lacking in. subtilty. 


Sinclair Ixrwis has no mor* idea 


of 
how real 
honest-to-goodncss 


theological seminary students talk 
than how the inhabitants of 3tars 


talk. I have known, scores of them, 
many intimately — not 
from 
one 


denomination 
but from 
several. I 


grant freely that here and there one 
of them is no better than the worst 
character described in 'Elmer Gantry/ 
but he does not talk like a bar-ten- 
der and kill cockroaches with 
his 


Bible. On the contrary, he is most 
likely to be careful of his speech and 
actions. Real seminary students do 
not talk like "pious dummies;" most 
of them talk like ordinary human be- 
ings — that is to say, they do not 
cuss in every other sentence and sex 
is not by any means their only topic. 


The damning thing about the whole 


of "Elmer Gantry" is that it lacks 
subtility. It is to real satire what the 
comic strip is to art. Vfe laugh af^he 
author more often than at the petr- 
p!e he describes, just as sometimes'we- 
get more fun than pathoes out of a 
tragic scene in melodrama. 


Lewis almost invariably spoils his 


best effects because he does not look 
below the 
surface 
of things. 
The 


story of Elmer's conversion in 
col- 


lege by a high-powered traveling Y. 
M. C. A. worker is rather good in 
many ways; at least it is recognizable. 
Then Le.vis spoils it all by having; the 
Y man, on leaving the town, mock at 
the 'whole show. Allow one particular 
Y man to be just as insincere as that 
—the point is that he would not know 
it himself. That fact 
eludes Lewis 


constantly. 


The preachers' of America 
could 


well afford to give Lewis a rising vote 
of thanks. He has made his "preach- 
er book" so ridiculous that if a real 
writer should make an attack on the 
profession It would be discounted in 
advance by this novel.

Eliminates Slime from In- 
terior of Pipe 


A. mcchtnlcHl device which travels 


through the four mile-? of pipe lin^ 
between the Wisconsin Kapld.i and 
Biron milh of the Consolidated Water 
Power and Papci Co. at Wisconsin 
Kapi'is. cleaning tho interiors of ac- 
cumulations of Mime, has been in 
vented by T. R. Haylon. sccrctarv- 
Ircasurer of tho I lay ton Pump and 
Blower Co.. $51 E. Wisconsln-.ive. Th<» 
device has been placed in s-er\ ice and 
has eliminated difficulties with sllr.ie 
which i\a«t encountered 
for several 


months after the pipe line was placed 
in operation. 


Mr. Ha>ton ha« christened his in- 


tention tlie "Go-Devil" It is dcscnb- 
pd by J. B. Purvis, manager of the 
Biron mill and formerly wjlh the In- 
tcrlako Pulp and Paper Co. in Apple- 
ton, in an article in the April num- 
ber of the Consolidated Xews. 


The 
apparatus 
which 
tra\els 


through the pipe at a rate of COO feet 
per minute, consists of a heavy cast; 
bronze cylinder equipped with a se- 
ries of hardened steel 
scrapers -or 


blades. 
These arc shaped in con- 


formity with the pipe's interior ant! 
are pitched like a ship's impeller. The 
liquid in the pipe line, which is under 
the pressure of 75 pounds a square 
inch, imparts a rapid rotary motion 
to the blades and also gives the Je- 
vice its direct forward motion.

Its progress is clearly 
audible on the surface of the ground 
so that it can be followed throughout 
its course at a slow walkinsr pace. 


The sharpest bends are at the Biron 


»nds of the line, according to Mr. 
Purvis, but it negotiates these with 
out hesitation and has neier failed 
to climb up the vertical pipe, a dis- 
tance of 20 feet, and end its journey 
by sticking its nose into the terminal 
fitting in the beater room. 


The "Go-Devil." according to Con- 


solidated officials, eliminated the only 
kind of difficulty experienced with the 
pipe line, which was installed to ef- 
fect large economies in transport of 
pulp between the Wisconsin Rapids 
and Biron mills. The pipe line elim- 
inates the handling 
from wet ma- 


chines to railroad cars and subsequent 
storage until used. 
Slush tanks at 


the two cities are linked by the under- 
ground conduit, through which the 
sulphite pulp now can be transmitted 
successfnlly.
